DAMASCUS, June 14 (AP).— 
French warships and planes deliv- 
ered a joint attack on the British 
Mediterranean fleet while it was 
continuing a systematic pounding 
of the Lebanese coast, French 
quarters said today. 

Allied land attacks were reported 
beaten back on all fronts in Syria 
and Lebanon. 

The British shelling from the 


sea was said to be directed princi- 
pally at Sidon, 20 miles below Bei- 
rut, Lebanese capital, in support 
of a tank-led ground assault. 

It was the second reported 
French naval sortie of the week, 
two British destroyers having 
been declared damaged in 
earlier engagement, making a total 
of four destroyers claimed dam- 
aged by French warships since the 
Allied invasion started. 

In the Merdjayoun sector, south- 
west of Damascus, heavy British 
bombing was reported, but in the 
Kissoue sector to the south of the 
Syrian capital fighting was said to 
have practically stopped. 

British assertions that negotia- 
tions are under way for a peace- 
ful surrender of this. capital and 
that Kissoue, keystone of the city’s 
defenses, had been abandoned were 
denied officially. 

The Syrian population, which is 
following progress of the invasion 
calmly, is praiseful of the French 
defense and appears to doubt that 
the relatively slow progress of the 
Allies since the first two days of 
fighting is due to British unwill- 
ingness to shed ‘French blood. 
They feel rather that a firm 
French stand has checked the at- 
tackers. 

(Edward Kennedy, Associated 
Press correspondent with the Al- 
lied army in Syria, said that sub- 
sidiary attacking forces have gone 
much farther into Syria than the 
main column cracking at Kissoue 
and now control all the territory 
south of Damascus to the Trans- 
Jordan frontier. He reported that 
present operations are designed to- 
straighten out the line which dips 
deeply to the south between Da- 
mascus and Sidon and predicted a 
general move northward during 
the coming week.)

A survey of the water assess-

The 
bills range from $2 to $241. 
Beginning July 1, Doyne an- 
nounced, all persons owing delin- 
quent water bills would be noti- 
fied and given a reasonable time 
to pay up, otherwise he would

dinance and shut off their water. 
Habitual delinquents, he said, 
would be billed every 30 days and 
payment requested, instead of bill- 
ing them every six months as is 
pod present custom throughout the 

Ordinance on Non-Payment. 

An ordinance on non-payment 
of water bills provides that the 
City Collector shall notify the Wa- 
ter Commissioner in writing of all 
unpaid current bills within 15 days 
after they become due, upon. which 
notification the Water Commis- 
sioner shall shut off the water to 
the delinquent consumer. 

Greatest delinquency is in Dis- 
trict 4, from the }river to Grand 
boulevard and from Cass avenue 
to Coles street, where there are 
1716 delinquent bills totaling $14,- 
896, in a total of 7058 accounts. 

The survey of the assessment di- 
vision was undertaken in the re- 
organization of the entire Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities planned 
by Doyne. He announced that a 
comparison of records for the fiscal 
years 1930 and 1940 disclosed a 
10 per cent reduction in the num- 
ber of bills and an increase of 50 
per cent in the number of clerks 
employed.

CUSTOMERS ‘TAKEN 
TO STATION, BOOKED 


Mayor Tells Commissioners 
He Won’t Tolerate ‘Let- 
ting Gamblers Get Con- 
trol of City.’ 


A new and concerted campaign 
against St. Louis handbook shops 
by police and the new municipal 
administration apparently began 
yesterday with two raids on the 
Hawthorne Smokeshop, 409 North 
Tenth street, one of the city’s 
largest horse race betting estab- 
lishments. 


In the second raid, made at the 
height of the afternoon’s betting, 
police not only arrested two clerks, 
but also 62 men customers—some- 
thing they haven’t done in many 
months. The customers were de- 
tained in the two holdover cells at 
Police Headquarters for more than 
two hours before being released 
on bond. 

At a recent meeting of .the 
Police Board, it was learned by 
the Post-Dispatch, Mayor William 
Dee Becker told fellow board mem- 
bers that the new city administra- 
tion .would not tolerate “letting 
the gambling element get control 
of the city.” It was generally 
agreed at the meeting that fre- 
quent raids are the most practical 
method of putting the bookies out 
of business. 

Ownership of the Hawthorne 
shop is genérally attributed by 
horse racé followers to James. J. 
Carroll, the city’s biggest hand- 
book man and one of the few 
gamblers in the country who op- 
erates a winter book on the Ken- 
tucky Derby. It is managed by 
Mike Grady. Neither Carroll nor 
Grady could be reached last aight. 

Customers Sign Slips. 

The first raid on the shop 
was made shortly after noon by 
the gambling squad under Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Harry Fender. The 
two clerks, who said they were 
Harry Feldman, 1222A Walton ave- 
nue, and Charles Pensoneau, 426 
North Ninth street, East St. Louis, 
were taken into custody. Light 
customers were asked to sign slips 
admitting that they had made bets, 

Seized by the gambling squad 
were a quantity of racing forms, 
betting slips, 22 chairs and seven 
tables. Feldman and Pensoneau 
were booked as “suspected of op- 
erating a gaming house,” and re- 
leased on bond. They went back 
to work immediately. 

The second raid came at a more 
disheartening time for the shop’s 
customers. The telephone clerk 
was about to announce a long-shot 
winner at the Suffolk Downs track 
when four detectives from Central 
District walked in..One detective 
told the telephone clerk to take 
no more calls, another ordered the 
clerks behind the counter to accept 
no more bets. 

If any of the customers — and 
there. were many more than 62 in

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP).— 
Arming of ‘American " merchant 
vessels was predicted in well-in- 
formed congressional circles today 
after Sumner Welles, Under Secre- 
tary of State, declared the United 
States would maintain its insist- 
ence on freedom of the’seas de- 
spite German “bluster and 
threats.” 

Welles. commented at a press 
conference on a German spokes- 


man’s assertion that every ship 
carrying contraband to England 
would be sunk. - 

“Throughout the history of the 
United States,” Welles asserted, 
“the American people have never 
been impressed by what they re- 
garded as bluster and threats.” 

He repéated this country’s con- 
tention that the torpedoing of the 
American. ship Robin Moor May 
21 by a Nazi submarine was in 
flagrant violation of every law of 
humanity and international moral 
ity as well as of German treaty 
obligations. 

Final Statement Withheld. . 

He made his observations with 
the reservation that he would not 
make a final statement on the sink- 
ing of the Robin Moor until the 
depositions of the 11 survivors— 
due here by Clipper Monday—have 
been carefully studied. . 

It is believed that any such step 
as the arming of American mer- 
chantmen would be deferred until 
Germany replies to a diplomatic 
protest against the sinking of the 
Robin Moor. 

This protest, it has been learned 
authoritatively, will be dispatched 
as quickly as the full facts are 
established. At the same time, it 
was predicted in informed quar- 
ters that Secretary of State Hull 
would demand restitution for the 
American lives and property loss 
and guarantees by Germany of the 
safety in the future of American 
ships on the high seas. 

What the American people want 
to do in a very quiet and dispas- 
sionate way, Welles said in an- 
swer to questions at his press con- 
ference, is to look at the issues 
that are presented by the sinking 
of the Robin Moor—the first 
American vessel to be sunk by bel- 
ligerent action in this war. 

The facts, already very clear, 
Welles declared,. were: 

“An American vessel in ac- 
cordance with the traditional and 
historic policy of this country, 
was on the high seas engaged in 
peaceful’ commerce. 

The vessel was in the middle 
of the Atlantic Ocean at a point 
far removed from ‘any combat 
area which the American people 

have voluntarily imposed upon 
themselves, and not destined for 
any port which was within the 
combat area which the people

sia or its citizens. 
How much the freezing order 
might accomplish was brought into 
question, however, by those who 
recalled that Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau recently said 
the Axis Powers, acting in antici- 
pation of such a move, already 
had withdrawn large portions of 
their American funds. 
Nevertheless, to determine the 
extent of whatever German and 
‘Italian holdings remain, and to 
acquire information of general 
usefulness in the present situation, 
the President also ordered an im- 


mediate census of all foreign- 
owned property in the United 
States. 

(In Rome, seizure of American 
property in immediate reprisal for 
blocking Italian’ assets in the 
United States was predicted to- 
night in usually reliable circles. 
Fascist circles were not entirely 
surprised by President Roosevelt's 
action. Some observers character- 
ized it as “another example of 
gangsterism,” following the United 
States “piracy” in sequestering 
Axis ships in American ports.) 

Japan Not Included. 

In view of the sweeping geo- 
graphical nature of the order and 
of the fact that Japan is an Axis 
partner, some surprise was ex- 
pressed that that country was not 
included.

“Specious” Theory. 

The French described the British 
theory that they had a right to 
attack the enemy: everywhere he 
could be found as “specious and 
inadmissible.” 

They ‘said that if the theory 
were valid it would only be neces- 
sary for England to characterize 
as prejudicial to its interests any 
measures taken by a third Power 
as an excuse to start an attack. 

“There is no state,” said the 
French declaration, “which can ad- 
mit such a pretension. This is 
only explained by the desire of 
Great Britain to carry the war 
everywhere it will advance her in- 
terests without consideration of 
the particular situation of peoples 
who could have been spared this 
hardship.”

BERLIN, June 14 (AP).—Obvi- 
ously studied secrecy obscures 
German-Russian relations.

An option was signed by the War 
Department for the purchase of 
the 20-story Mart. Building at 
Poplar 
street from the Terminal Ratroad 
Association, it was announced yes- 
terday by Philip J. Watson Jr., 
president of the association. The 
price stipulated was $2,600,000. 

The fireproof building, which has 
an adjoining seven-story ware- 
house, also included in the option 
price, would be used as a perma- 
nent Army Medical Supply Depot. 
At present, about 40 per cent of the 
building 1,000,000 square feet of 
floor space is occupied by the 
Quartermaster Corps. 

Lieut. Col. Royal K. Stacey, in 
charge of the army’s §&t. Louis 
Medical Supply Depot at Second 
and Arsenal streets, said the new 
depot planned at the Mart Build- 
ing, would serve about three- 
fourths of all army camps. It 
would be the chief army medical 
supply depot in the country, Col.

WASHINGTON, June 14.(AP).— 
Men recently turned 21 who regis- 
ter July 1 will assume equal 
chances for military service with 
those already registered, under a 
change in plans disclosed today at 
selective service headquarters. 

A tentative proposal to put the 
new registrants at the bottom of 
existing lists where they would be 
least subject to call was discarded, 
it was learned, after § objections 
were raised in Congress. 

Several methods to “integrate” 
the newest registrants with the 
16,000,000 registered last Oct: 16 
are under study, with a. decision 
expected in the next two weeks. 

About 750,000 are expected to en- 
roll at the July 1 supplementary 
registration for men who have 
reached the minimum draft age of 
21 since last fall. 

The lottery to determine by se- 
rial numbers the order in which 
enrollees will be classified for 
service is to be held sometime be- 
fore Aug. 1. 

“The new registrants will be 
chosen for service in an impartial 
manmper in accordance with the 
mandate of the Selective Service 
Act, without disturbing the posi- 
tion of men already aligned,” a 
spokesman said. “All must be con- 
sidered on a: par.” 

Although it was noted that all 
Classifications are deemed tempo- 
rary, the officials said there would 
be no general reshuffling of the 
rolls as a result of the addition of 
the new names, The new class of 
enrollees is expected to provide a 
large proportion of men liable to 
immediate service because of their 
youth and relative lack of family 
and other obligations.

Acts With Dispatch. 

Perkins has directed the pur- 
chase under the Lease-Lend Act 
of $100,000,000 in butter, eggs, dried 
milk, cheese and other foods for 
the British. Having begun to pre- 
pare long before passage of the 
act, Perkins has been able to do 
this in record time and the food is 
beginning to move across the At- 
lantic. 

In many instances the British 
have been timid about placing 
large orders. Perkins has never- 
theless gone ahead, knowing that 
the demand would come ultimate- 
ly and that if it did not, the prod- 
ucts bought witl. lease-lend funds 
could be taken over by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation-for dis- 
tribution to families in this coun- 
try. For example, the British 
asked for 4,000,000 cases of toma- 
toes. Perkins put the figures at 
5,000,000 and negotiated with can- 
ners throughout the country for 
15,000,000 cases of their surplus 
pack, realizing that he would get 


probably between 9,000,000 and 


12,000,000. 

Testifying before a House com- 
mitte, Perkins pointed out that 
using surplus. marketing funds to 
buy at parity prices would not in- 
crease the price of eggs, grape- 
fruit, etc, to parity. It might 
cause some price rise, Perkins said, 
but obviously to increase all prices 
to parity would require expendi- 
ture of many more hundreds of 
millions of dollars than even a 
farm-minded Congress has pro- 
posed, The Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration bill provides an increase 
in lending power on parity prices 
up to $2,650,000,000. About §$2,- 
000,000,000 will go in loans and 
subsidies on basic crops. 

Crops Largely Useless. 

Obscured by the war crisis is 
the fantastic situation in agricul- 
ture. The $2,000,000,000 will go for 
crops—and this is particularly true 
of cotton—that the world has little 
use for. <A large part of the sub- 
sidized cotton crop will go to swell 
‘already bulging warehouses on 
which the Government pays a big 
monthly rental. 

No one can use more than a frac- 
tion of the surplus cotton. Yet 
the subsidy program goes on year 
after year encouraging big cotton 
crops. In California, Arizona and 
New Mexico large-scale growers 
produced 750,000 more bales of 
long staple cotton in 1940 than 
they did in 19382, Many of these 
growers, who use tractors and mi- 
gratory workers, have grown 
wealthy on Government subsidies.

This report from my agent 
throws light, not only upon the 
political agreements reached at 
the latest méeting of the Axis lead- 
ers at the Brenner Pass—the mili- 
tary agreements may be deduced 
from the political ones—but also 
upon the background of the re- 
cent collaboration between Vichy 
and Berlin. 

It was clear from the beginning 
that the desire of the German mili- 
tary command to collaborate with 
France found its main hindrance 
not in Vichy but in Rome.

Under these circumstances the 
British victories over Italy were ex- 
tremely fortunate as far as Ger- 
man politics were concerned..After 
the devastating defeats in North 
and East Africa, and the hapless 
campaign in Greece, the Italians 
were forced to come begging for 
German help, and lost thereby any 
chanee of maintaining within the 
Axis what had been problematic 
from the beginning, the position 
of an equal partner. 

This left the way clear for fruit- 
ful negotiations between . Berlin 
and Vichy, especially since the 
once influential pressure.for a 
“Latin Union" consisting of 
France, Italy and Spain had Iost 
all its basis after the Italian col- 
lapse. This was made explicit by 
Pierre Laval’s removal from the 
government. ‘ 

Dar lan’s Offer. 

Now the armies could ‘speak 
more directly to one another, with- 
out having to tolerate too much 
interference from the politicians in 
Berlin-Munich and Vichy-Paris. 
Vice Premier Admiral Francois 
Darian himself flew to Berchtes- 
gaden to confer with Herr.

Advantages of Policy.

1. He assures himself through 
the organization of collaboration 
with France not ‘only the support 
of the Fascist politicians in Paris, 
but also the support of the generals 
and admirals of Vichy, who repre- 
sent, after all, the larger and more 
influential section of France. 

2. He gains important bases of 
operation for the campaign against 
the British positions in the Near 
East and against American aid in 
the Atlantic. 

3. He hinders Italy from assum- 
ing a dominating role in the Medi- 
terranean, and establishes an equill- 
brium between France and Italy 
which places Berlin in the position 
of arbiter. 

4. He inspires the exhausted 
Italian people to a last outburst of 
strength in support of the war 
with the promise, not only to re- 
conquer the lost East African em- 
pire, but also to annex to its 
deserts the rich Nile land and the 
vast areas of the Sudan. 

5. Through the Danaean gift 
of Egypt to Italy, he presents to 
them at the same time a deadly 
enemy, the Arabs; thus balancing

Armored Unit to Get First Battle 
Test in Tennessee War Maneuvers 


WITH THE ARMY IN TEN- 
NESSEE, June 14 (AP). — The 
Second Armored (Hell on Wheels) 
Division has arrived, and is await-

This summer, with Americans 
feeling more truly American than 
they have in years, Wisconsin is 
inviting vacation travelers to visit 
the State's historic homés, legacies 
of the days when the nation was 
young and Wisconsin was in wild- 
erness outpost. Throughout Wis- 
consin today, in many historic 
buildings and on well-remembered 
spots, the traveler will feel the 
thrill of remembering again 
America’s struggle for liberty and 


democracy. 

Wisconsin's inland river route, 
connecting the S8t. Lawrence— 
Great Lakes waterways with the 
Mississippi River, was both the 
“Gibraltar” and the “Panama 
Canal” of early days. Whoever 
held the forts at Green Bay, be- 
side the mouth of the Fox River; 
at Portage, where travelers left 
the Fox and put into the Wiscon- 
sin River; and at Prairie du Chien, 
where the Wisconsin joins the Mis- 
sissippi, commanded the water 
highway and the vast northwest 
territory. 


It was natural that these three 
places should be the first settled 
in Wisconsin, and it is here the 
traveler finds some of Wisconsin's 
most historic homes. Tank cot- 
tage at Green Bay, built in 1776, 
is the oldest house in the State 
and one of the few wattled houses 
left in the nation. Now carefully 
restored, it attracts many visitors. 
Agency house, at Portage, built in 
1832 for the first Indian agent at 
Fort Winnebago, has also been re- 
stored, across the old Portage 
Canal from the site of the Fort. 
At Prairie du Chien, the State’s 
most elegant restoration is the 
Villa Louis, a mansion built in 
1843 by the agent of John Jacob 
Astor who became the northwest’s 
first millionaire. This house con- 
taing many of its original furnish- 
ings, including fine lace curtains 
sat rich ‘Carpets nearly 100 years 
0 


The Indians discovered lead ore 
in Southwestern .Wistonsin, and 
as quickly as. the news spread to 
the East, white settlers began to 
move into the region of Mineral 
Point. Among the edriiest were 
English miners from Cornwall. 
Many of their century-old buff 
stone houses stand in Mineral 
Point, and two of them, Pendarvis 
and Polperro houses, have been 
restored and opened to the pub- 
lic. Mineral Point has also re- 
cently saved from destruction the 
Gundry mansion, a later home but 
fully as interesting. 

Perhaps Wisconsin's 'r- 2st unique 
home is Octagon house at Water- 
town, built by a young New Eng- 
land lawyer who came to practice 
law and became a miller and 
sawyer. Eight-sided, with rooms 
ingeniously arranged, this house 
is distinguished by a beautiful cir- 
cular stirway at its center, 


The Deleglise log cabin at An- 
tigo, the first settler’s home, was 
built in 1877. In Nelson Dewey 
State Park at Cassville, Gov. 
Dewey's old home welcomes visi- 
tors. The Cobblestone Inn at East 
Troy, constructed in 1843, once 
entertained Abraham — Lincoln. 
Near the village of La Pointe du 
Sainte Esprit, on Madaline island 
in Lake Superior, near Bayfield, 
Wisconsin’s oldest church has 
stood more than a century. Its 
interior walls are lined with birch 
bark.

Much better known, but until re- 
cently rarely visited, is the spot 
where Marquette and Joliet discov- 
ered the Mississippi River 268 
years ago this month (June). 
ther Marquette had heard stories 
of the big river while he was sta- 
tioned at an Indian mission on 
Madaline Island, and resolved to 
find it. ‘ With 24-year-old Louis 
Joliet and several Indians he as- 
cended the Fox River, crossed at 
Portage into the Wisconsin, and 
reached the Mississippi. 

The two discoverers climbed 
the bluffs overlooking the conflu- 
ence, and saw spread before them 
the wild and beautiful panorama 
of the Father of Waters, “with.a 
joy,” Marquette wrote, “that I can- 
not express.” Today a stone mark- 
ing the spot stands in Wyalusing 
State Park, across the mouth of 
the Wisconsin from Prairie du 
Chien. :

HERE ARE SOME ‘DON'TS’ FOR 
‘CAMPERS AND CANOEISTS 


If you.are planning @ canoe or 
camping trip in the wide open 
spaces of the North woods or the 
scenic stretches of the West or 
Canada it will be well to bear in 
mind a few basic rules to help 
make your holiday a pleasant one. 

Build your campfire close to 


the water’s edge on a spot from 
which the leaves and moss have 
been scraped. Keep it small and 


‘drown it with water when leaving 


and stir it with a stick to be sure 
there are no live coals left. 

Leave your campéite clean. Bury 
rubbish, bottles and cans. Do not 
throw glass or tins in water where 
others may bathe. 

Never atempt a trip through un- 
known country without a guide. 
Charts of the route and maps of 
the surrounding country are es- 
sentials. 

Take a good compass with a 
lock needle and don’t wait until 
you are lost to become familiar 
with it. If you are lost don’t fol- 
low an old wood road. They usual- 
ly wander aimlessly and lead no- 
where. Find a stream and follow 
it down. It generally will bring 
you out near habitation. 

Don’t trust yourself on a moun- 
tain lake with a heavy load in 
your boat. Sometimes they are 
squally. Never run a rapid until 
you are sure it can-be done safely. 
Examine for logs, boulders or oth- 
er obstructions. 

Don’t neglect your cooking. Take 
time to prepare at least two good 
meals daily. Make camp before 
dark. Erecting a tent or prepar- 
ing a meal by firelight is not easy. 

It is dangerous to go swimming 
too soon after a meal. At least 
one hour should elapse between 
mealtime and entering the water. 
Avoid diving into water about 
which you know nothing: There 
may be logs, sharp rocks or weeds. 

Last of all, know something 
about first aid methods.

Total About 6 Billion. 

Today’s order was believed to 
bring the total of frozen assets 
here to more than six billion dol- 
lars, 

The freezing of foreign credits. 
began with Norway and Denmark 
on April 8, 1940, when Germany 
conquered those countries. On 
May 10, 1940, The Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxembourg were 
added to the list. Successively, 
France was included on July 10, 
Latvia, Estonia and Lithuania on 
July 11, Rumania on Oct, 9, Bul- 
garia on March -4, 1941, Hungary 
on March 13, Yugoslavia on March 
24, and Greece on June 14. 

In its explanatory statement, the 
White House said the order 
brought “all financial transactions 
in which German and Italian inter- 
ests are involved under the control 
of the Government” with heavy 
criminal penalties ($10,000 fine or 
10 years imprisonment or both) for 
violators. 

“The executive order is de- 
signed,” the statement continued,

Vast-Auto Holdings Abroad Likely 
to Be ‘Affected. 
DETROIT, June 14 (AP).—Ex- 
tent of the automobile industry's 
holdings abroad, likely to ne af- 
fected in retaliation for President 
Roosevelt's freezing of continental 
assets in the United States, is too 
vast for an immediate estimate, 
industry spokesmen said tonight. 
Principal automobile investments 
abroad are held by General Motors 
Corporation, Ford Motor Co., In- 
ternational Harvester Co. and the 
Edward G. Budd Manufacturing 

Co. 

Consensus of the industry is that 
income from Axis investments has 
been slight since 1935. In 1936 the 
Budd Manufacturing Co. received 
a shipment of 5,000,000 canaries 
as its return from investments in 
Germany. 

General Motors withdrew its of- 
ficials from two plants in Ger- 
many’ last year when the Nazi 
Government took over the plants 
for war production. 


Freezing Order to Affect More 
Than Million Axis Nationals. — 
More than 1,000,000 German and 
Italian nationals in the United 
States will be affected by Presi- 
dent's Roosevelt’s order freezing’ 
Axis funds. 

Under the order, they may not 
sel] or transfer: property or make 
withdrawals from their bank ac- 
counts except on approval of the 
Treasury. 

Some officials said that while 
there might be some hardships at 
first, it wag believed that regula- 
tions would be worked out so that 
aliens coming under the order 
could carry on ordinary transac- 
tions without individual authoriza- 
tions. This probably will follow 
the plan used in previous cases 
of permitting withdrawals up to 
a fixed maximum—$100 or $200 
a month-—to. cover normal living 
costs.

Application Granted 
Without Formal Hearing. 


The case in which former Undersecretary 
of Commerce Noble was a party was brought 
to the attention of the House Appropriations 
Committee earlier this year when the an- 
nual appropriation of the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission was under consideration. 

Last Nov. 30 Noble entered into a con- 

tract to buy radio station WMCA in New 
York City from Donald Flamm for $850,000: 
His attorneys were William J. Dempsey and 
William C. Koplovitz (formerly of St. 
Louis), who until about six months earlier 
had been employes of the Federal Communi- 
Commission, Dempsey as general 
counsel and Koplovitz as an attorney. The 
station had a desirable frequency and was 
considered highly profitable. ; 
‘ Wiamm and Noble filed an application with 
the Communications Commission for a per- 
mit to transfer the frequency from Flamm 
to Noble. The law requires the commis- 
sion’s approval for such a transfer. The 
parties asked for early action so that the 
transaction could be completed before the 
end of the year. 

On Dec. 13 the commission addressed to 
both parties a request for certain additional 
financial information, and this was supplied 
the following day by Noble’s counsel. The 
application was granted on Dec. 17 -with- 
out a formal hearing before the commis- 
sion. Only four of the seven members of 
the commission were present when the mat- 
ter was voted on, and three voted to grant 
consent for the transfer. Commissioner T. 
A. M. Craven voted against it because he 
thought there should be a formal hearing. 
He had heard rumors that pressyre had 
been used to get Flamm to sell. 

The commigsion’s permit had a life of 
only 30 days—that is, it would become void 
if the transaction had not been carried out 
in that time. ' 

Flamm then filed an application aking 
the commission to set aside the permit on 
the ground that’ he had intended to with- 
draw his original application and had not 
expected the commission to act on it so 
soon. This plea was rejected, the commis- 
sion taking the position that it had granted 
only that which both parties had asked for, 
and since it ‘had not ordered Flamm to sell 
his station he was free to proceed with the 
deal or not, 80° far as the commission was 
concérned.

A legal recourse open to Noble was to ap< 
ply to the Communications Commission for 
a license to use the frequency which 
Flamm's station had, on the ground that 
Flamm was not using the frequency “in the 
public interest.” The law provides that 
when the holder of a license is found by the 
commission not to be using his frequency in 
the public interest the commission may as- 
sign it to another qualified applicant. 


WMCA Had Had Trouble 
With Commission Before. 


Flamm’s station had been in trouble with 
the commission before. In September, 1939, 


Attorney Dempsey, then general counsel for 


the commission, had prosecuted a complaint 
that the station, by broadcasting certain 
orders radioed by the German Government 
to its ships at sea at the outbreak of the 
war, had violated the international secrecy 
These provi- 
sions prohibit the unauthorized interception 
and broadcasting of offitial messages. 
Flamm’s station not only broadcast the mes- 
sages but used advertising space in radio 
publications to boast of the “scoop.” 

At the close of a formal hearing the Com- 
mission issued an order saying, “After con- 
sideration of the record and all the attend- 
ant circumstances in this matter, the Com- 
mission is of the opinion that an order of 
revocation (of the license) need not be en- 
tered at this time. On the whole, however, 
grave doubt has been cast upon the licensee's 
qualifications to operate its station in a man- 
ner consistent with the public interest. Ac- 
cordingly, the record made in the different 
phases of this proceeding must be of cumu- 
lative weight in determining the disposition 
to be made upon any future examination into 
the conduct of this station.” 

A few years earlier the station had been 
before the Commission on another complaint. 
It had broadcast programs advertising 2 
medical preparation for birth control. In 
that case the programs were discontinued 
and the station was warned. 

Attorneys Dempsey and Koplovitz knew 
all about the thin ice the station was on as 
to possible loss of its license. Dempsey told 
the writer, however, that Flamm’s agreement 
to sell to Noble was wholly voluntary. 


In the early stages of negotiations be- 
tween Flamm and Noble two incidents oc- 
curred which disturbed Chairman Fly of 
the Commission. The first was a visit to 
him by the late Thad Brown, a former mem- 
ber of the Commission who had left it a 
few months before under fire. Fly said 
Brown came to him as an attorney \ for 
Flamm and wanted to know if the Commis- 
sion had decided that Flamm’s license for 
station WMCA would not be renewed, but 
would be assigned to some one else. (Under 
the Commission's rules licenses are renewed 
annually.)

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T would be a mistake to permit the 

dramatic and tragic death of Repre-

#Court is, in general outlook, the 
most liberal of any court of last 
Breort in the land. Satisfaction 
h its present attitudes, however, 
st not obscure the fact that the 
truggle has produced no perma- 
‘@nent reconciliation between the

ment and the opposing principle 
of judicial authority. The Court 
has renounced no power and 
has been subjected to no new 
Zlimitation. The effect of the

Pplinary and perhaps temporary. 
For a century every contest with 
he Supreme Court has ended in 
evading the basic inconsistency 
between popular government and 
judicial supremacy. None of the 
lly influential critics of the 
ourt have proposed destroying it 
impairing its powers, and none 
have been able to suggest a hopeful 
meemula for controlling it. None 
the leaders of American democ- 
mcy have yet been willing to risk 
democracy without some judicial 
restraint. So now, as always be- 
Sfore, the struggle against judicial 
gexcess has ended by leaving it to 
the Justices themselves to correct 
the errors of the Court, It is cer- 
tainly easier, and perhaps wiser, 
to let the Justices, when they have 
a will to do so, work out a cor- 
rected pattern of judicial restraint 
than to split our society as deeply

But our history shows repeated 
B@isappointment of liberal Presi- 
dents in their efforts to effect a 
permanent or even long-enduring 
change of attitude or philosophy 
of the Court by additions to its 
personnel.

self-reformation can only be under- 
stood as one chapter in the long 
and fascinating history of power 
politics in America. The seeds of 
® struggle for power were planted 
in the Constitution itself. That 
instrument set up a legislative and 
executive branch, each in a large 
degree representative of popular 
will It created on the other hand 
&n appointive Court, whose Jus- 
tices are chosen for life, and thus 
wom Up an overriding legal] author- 
y completely independent of pop- 
ular will. These differently con- 
stituted institutions characteristi- 
cally respond to the interests of: 
different factions of society, as 
the founders foresaw they would. 
A struggle for power between 
these “equal” branches was inevit- 
able. The Supreme Court has, 
from the very nature of its func- 
tions, been deep in power - politics 
from the opening of the Court, and 
Some of its leadership has been 
Superb, notably so under 
‘nd Hughes. It has moved with 
such mastery that by 1938 it had 
*stablished a supremacy that 
Could deny important powers to 
both state and nation on principles 
howhere found in the Constitution 
itself, or could allocate powers as 
between state and nation, or be- 
tween Congress and the executive 
departments, and could largely 
control the economic and social 
policy of the country. Exertion of 
uch power was vigorously op 


posed, and the struggle for judicial 
supremacy aroused the most dra- 
matic and persistent rivalry in our 
history. 


As created, the Supreme Court 
seemed too anemic to endure a 
long contest for power. It has no 


function except to decide “cases” |- 


and “controversies,” and its very 
jurisdiction to do that was left 
largely to the control of Con- 
gr ess. * @¢e A 

Conflict With Presidents. 


Yet in spite of its apparently 
vulnerable position, this Court has 
repeatedly overruled and thwarted 
both the Congress and the execu- 
tive. It has been in angry colli- 
sion with the most dynamic and 
popular Presidents in our history. 
Jefferson retaliated with impeach- 
ment; Jackson denied its author- 
ity; Lincoln disobeyed a writ of 
the Chief Justice; Theodone Roose- 
velt, after his presidency, proposed 
recall of judicial decisions; Wilson 
tried to liberalize its membership; 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt pro- 
posed to “reorganize” it. It is sur- 
prising that it should not only sur- 
vive, but, with no might except the 
moral force of its judgments, 
should attain actual supremacy as 
@ source of constitutional dogma. 

Surprises turns to amazement 
when We reflect that time has 
proved that its judgment was 
wrong on the most outstanding 
issues upon which it has chosen 
to challenge the popular branches. 
Its judgment in the Dred Scott 
case was overruled by war. Its 
judgment that the currency that 
preserved the Union could not be 
made legal tender was overruled 
by ‘Grant’s selection of an addi- 
tional Justice. Its judgment in- 
validating the income tax was 
overruled by the sixteenth amend- 
ment. Its judgments repressing 
labor and social legislation are now 
abandoned. Many of the judg- 
ments against New Deal legisla- 
tion are rectified by confession of 
error. In no major conflict with 
the representative branches on any 
question of social or economic pol- 
icy has timie vindicated the Court. 

Yet, by 1933, by the efficacy of 
its words, the court had not only 
established its ascendency over the 
entire Government as a source of 
constitutional doctrine, but it 
had also taken. control of a 
large and rapidly expanding 
sphere of policy... . 


. This political role of the Court 


has been obscure to laymen—even 
to most lawyers. Its members since 
the Jeffersonian threat of im- 
peachment, which was as whole- 
some as it was unsuccessful, have 
generally abstained from party 
politics. It speaks only through 
the technical forms of the lawsuit, 
which are not identified with pol- 
itics in its popularly accepted 
sense. 
Power Real Issue. 


Yet these lawsuits are the chief 
instrument of power in our sys- 
tem. Struggles over power that 
in Europe call out regiments of 
troops, in America call out bat- 
talions of lawyers. When the Court 
decides where power will be rec- 
ognized, it often thereby settles 
whether that power can ever ef- 
fectively be exercised. A given pow- 
er held to reside in the states be- 
comes at once a power subdivided 
into 48 sections, each circum- 
scribed by a_state’s boundaries—a 
power which can easily be defeat- 
ed, evaded, or cancelled by play- 
ing one state against another. The 
same power held to reside in the 
nation is quite another matte 
in its effectiveness. . « . , 


Nearly every significant decision 
o the Supreme Court has to do 
with power—power of government, 
power of officials—and hence it is 
always concerned with the s0- 
cial and economic interests in- 
volved in the allocation, denial, or 
recognition of power. 

Two kinds of power seem al- 
ways in competition in our de- 
mocracy: there is political power, 
which is the power of the voters, 
and there is the economic power 
of property, which is the power 
of its owners. Conflicts between 
the two bring much grist to the 
judicial mill. The basic 
of the New Deal was that the 
Court has seemed unduly to favor 
private economic power and al- 
ways to find ways of circumvent- 
ihg: the efforts of popular govern- 
ment to control or regulate it. 

Thus, as we shall see, the Court 
conducted a dual campaign against 
the powers which the Congress 
thought had been granted it by 
the Constitution. On the one hand, 
it narrowed the scope of the great 
clauses of the Constitution grant- 
ing powers to Congress. It serious-

Byrnes Defender of Court Plan 


UPREME COURT JUSTICE-DESIGNATE JAMES F. BYRNES 
did not take a speaking part in the Senate controversy over 
President Roosevelt’s plan to remake the Supreme Court, but 
on Feb. 17, 1937, he directly appealed to the voters in support of 
the scheme over a nation-wide hookup. 

In the frankest speech that had been heard on the subject 
up to that time, Byrnes declared he hoped the President would 
“pack” the court with men holding his own views. 

“If, by ‘packing’ the court,” Byrnes said, “it is meant that the 
President would nominate only persons who agree with him as 
to the fundamental interpretation of the Constitution, I hope 
that is true. Every American President has done it. He would 
not be faithful to the 27,000,000 people who supported him if he 
‘did not select men who would co-operate with his program 
honorably and within the permissible interpretation of the Con- 


Not even a Liberty League lawyer would contend that the 
President’s proposals were unconstitutional, he declared. : 
“What they fear,” he said, “is that the adoption of the pro- 
posal would result in the courts having a different view of the 
constitutionality of the legislation enacted by the Congress in 
compliance with the will of the people. I think that fear is 


“The real question is,” he said, “how. soon we can have laws 
helping the working man and the working woman by establishing 
minimum wages and maximum hours, collective bargaining, 
unemployment insurance, and old age benefits—how soon we 
can have laws helping the farmers by establishing control of 
surpluses and crop insurance—how soon we can have laws help- 
ing the unemployed with the public works—how soon we can 
have laws helping sufferers from flood and drouth, with pro- 
tection through such projects as the TVA—how soon we can 
have laws helping the full third of our population who are ill- 
housed, to have a place to live in—how soon we ¢an have laws 
helping the children of the nation by conserving the natural 
resources until they grow to manhood and womanhood.

merce power and it read startling 
exemptions into the taxing power. 
Simultaneously, it expanded the 
scope of clauses which limited the 
power of the Congress, such as the 
“due process clause” and the 
clauses withholding power from 
the federation. At the same time it 
used the “due process” concept to 
cut down the effective power of the 
states. Division of opinion on con- 
stitutional interpretation ceased to 
be along the classic lines of a lib- 
eral as against a strict construc- 
tion. The same Justices used both 
in the interests of private eco- 
nomic power: they were strict 
and 'niggardly in construing pow- 
ers of government and liberal to 
the point of extravagance in con- 
struing limitations—even inventing 
such limitations as “freedom of 
contract” where none existed in 
the Constitution. 

It was this manifestation of ju- 
dicial supremacy which threatened 
legislative and executive paralysis 
and provoked the revolt against 
the Court’s prevailing doctrine. ... 


“Qbedience Never Refused.” 


The fight of 1987 was not a fight 
to destroy the Court or to impose 
legal limitations on its powers. 
The Roosevelt administration 
never refused obedience to an 
mandate of the Court. It made 
no attack on the tenure or in- 
tegrity of any individual Justice. 
Its attack was on what it regard- 
ed as an abuse of power, not on 
the institution itself. It recognized 
the Supreme Court as @ necessary 
institution in our federation and 
acknowledged its evolutionary ac- 
cretions of customary authority to 
be quite as valid as its less spe- 
cific written authority. 

But liberal-minded lawyers also 
recognized that constitutional law 
is not a fixed body of immutable 
doctrine. We knew its rules had 
their beginnings and endings, their 
extensions and their recessions 
many times in the checkered his- 
tory of the Court. We saw that 
those changes were identified with 
the predominant interests or cur 
rents of opinion of past epochs, 
though they were often made in 
the name of the Constitution itself. 
The peculiar character of judicial 
tenure had enabled a@ past that 
was dead and repudiated in the in- 
tellectual and political world to 
keep firm grip on the judicial 
world. What we demanded for our 
generation was the right con- 
sciously to influence the evolu-

It must not be forgotten that 
many of the most important 
changes in legal theory were an- 
nounced before there was any 
change in Justices, , . , 

No doubt another day will find 
one of its tasks to be correction 
of mistakes that time will reveal 
in this structure in which we now 
take pride. Our innovations will 
then have become the established 
order, and only fanatics underesti- 
mate the power of an established 
order. As one who knows well the 
workmen and the work of this gen- 
eration, I bespeak the right of 
the future to undo our work when 
it no longer serves acceptably. The 
precedents of this period should 
receive only the respect due to the 
deeds of men who with earnest 
heart and troubled mind sought 
gropingly but honestly for what 
was best for their day... 


No Worship and No Malice. 


I consider it no part of my duty 
to worship the Supreme Court or 
its Justices. One of them has 
written of another: “Like all hu- 
man institutions, the Supreme 
Court, he believed, must earn rev- 
erence through the test of truth.” 
So I have no hesitation in pointing 
out what seem to me its mistakes 
or shortcomings. On the other 
hand, I-could not, if it were asked 
of me, write with malice or ill 
will, for, in addition to the ordi- 
nary obligation of a lawyer to the 
Court, I have a personal one be- 
cause of its patient and courteous 
consideration of my advocacy, even 
when the tensions between the 
Court and the administration, 
which I represented, were great- 


est. : 

Nor should criticism of the trend 
of decisions be construed as deny- 
ing either the ability or disinter- 
estedness of the Justices, There 
may have been times in its his- 
tory, particularly in the late 
1800’s, wher the intellectual level 
of the court was low. That is the 
view of one of its ablest members, 
Mr. Justice Miller. William How- 
ard Taft, when President Harri- 
sons’ Solicitor General, referred to 
the Justices as “a lot of mum- 
mies,” and expressed great irrita- 
tion and contempt for their atti-

Fly said Ernst wanted to know 
if there was “any reason” why his 
client should ‘not make an offer 
for the station. Filly told him there 
Was no reason, and subsequently, 
Fly said, Ernst made an offer of 
$875,000 which was unacceptable 
to Flamm because of a provision 
in the contract that would have 
kept him from re-entering the 
broadcasting business for five 
years. 

Fiy said that because of these 
incidents he passed along a warn- 
ing to the various parties that the 
commission was not committed to 
any course of action in the case 
and that no one was authorized to 
make any representations as to its 
attitude. 

There was testimony before the 
House Appropriations Committee 
about reports that Flamm was of- 
fered $1,200,000 for the station 
shortly after he had signed the 
contract with Noble for $850,000. 
Fly said he had heard such a re- 
port but had not verified it. This 
reporter reached Flamm by tele- 
phone at New York City, but he 
declined to discuss the case, 


This case has been widely dis- 
\cussed in radio circles and much 
comment has centered around 
these facts: that there was no for- 
mal hearing on the matter; that 
it wag carried through with un- 
usual expedition; that a man for- 
merly high up in the Administra- 
tion was the apparent beneficiary; 
that his attorneys were two former 
Commission lawyers who previous- 
ly had helped prosecute charges 
against the seller. It should be 
explained that there is no Federal 
law or rule of the Communications 
Commission barring the two for- 
mer Commission lawyers from en- 
gaging in such practice in this 
case. 


The Commission has been 
charged by some persons in the 
radio industry with having violat- 
ed one of its basic principles last 
April 16 when it granted permis- 
sion to station KTRH at Houston, 
Tex., to increase its power from 
5000 to 60,000 watts and to change 
its frequency from 1290 to 1740 
kilocycles. This station is owned 
by Secretary of Commerce Jones, 
who also owns the. Houston 
Chronicle.

The Commission had issued an 
order earlier (March 20) for a 
public hearing on the question of 
issuing licenses for radio stations 
owned by newspapers and indicat- 
ing that pending applications 
would be held up until the conclu- 
sion of the hearing. This hearing 
has now been set for June 25. 


Some of the critics of the Com- 
mission have contended that the 
granting of the power increase and 
frequency change to Jones violated 
the principle laid down by the 
Commission, and that, except for 
his political influence, Jones could 
not have procured approval of his 
application. These critics also 
point out that another radio sta- 
tion in Houston is owned by Til- 
ford Jones, a stepson of the Sec- 
‘retary of Commerce, and that a 
third Houston radio station is 
owned by a newspaper on which 
Jones holds a mortgage. The crit- 
ics assert that the Commission also 
violated its anti-monopoly principle 
by adding to ‘the

FCC GIVES ‘AMPLE TIME’

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP). 
HE Federal Communica- 
T tions Commission said to- 
day the ‘National Broad- 
casting Co. would be given, 
“ample time” to dispose of one 
of its networks in order to com- 
ply with the commission's so- 
called monopoly order of May 2. 
That order gave the company 
90 days to dispose of one of its 
networks, but the commission 
announced today the effective 
date of compliance “may be ex- 
tended from time to time in 
order to permit the orderly dis- 
position, of properties.” 


were numerous stockholders. Cox 
represented to the commission, 
Fly said, that any advance pub- 
licity might upset the deal, and he 
wished to expedite it so the first 
announcement could be made 
through the newspaper he was 
buying. 

The late Thad Brown, then a 
member of the commission, was a 
close friend of Cox, although 
Brown was a Republican. Both 
were from Ohio. Brown took a per- 
sonal interest in the case and 
was responsible for expediting it, 
Fly said. Fly thought it would 
have been better to have had a for- 
mal hearing on the application. 
The transaction involved about $2,-

Gordon Gray's License. 

The granting of a license last 
March 12 for a large frequency 
modulation (new form of "aeal 
casting) station to Gordon Gra 
is said by critics of the commis- 
sion to have violated the principle 
that the commission would not 
grant new stations to newspapers 
pending its announced hearings. 
This license was issued just a few 
days before the announcement as

He has been active 
in Democratic party work in his 
State, and formerly was a member 
of the State Senate and president 
of the Young Democrats of North 
Carolina. He also is described as 
closely associated with members 
of the Reynolds family, who made 
large contributions to recent Demo- 
cratic national campaigns. 

Fly defended the action in this 
case as decidedly in interest of prog- 
ress in radio. He pointed out that 
the broadcasting station is to be at 
the top of Clingman’s Peak, at an 
elevation of 6600 feet, near Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and not at Winston- 
Salem, where Gray has his other 
station, Fly said also that fre- 
quency modulation is an advance, 
in radio broadcasting which the 
commission wishes to encourage, 
and this is to be the largest station 
of this type thus far established. 
It would have a service area of 69,- 
400 square miles and serve a pop- 
ulation of 4,346,000 in parts of sev- 
en states, he said,

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‘Over Rubber; Henderson’s Aids Say 


Industry Is on “Wild Sales Spree’ 


Reserve Stocks Up but Slightly, Agency As- 
serts, While U. S. Faces Possible Blockade 
of East Indies and Heavy Army Demands.

WASHINGTON, June 14. — A 
bitter conflict over rubber is head- 
ing up between two subsidiaries 
of the Office for Emergency Man- 
agement. These are the Office of 
Production Management, directed 
by William 8S. Knudsen, and the 
Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply, headed by Leon 
Henderson, The War Department's 
demand on OPM for a reduction 
of 50 per cent in automobile out- 
put, instead of the 20 per cent 
cut already ordered, reflects a des- 
perate rubber situation even more 
than a problem of steel. 

It is complained that OPM has 
permitted the tire industry to go. 
on a “wild sales spree,” while little 
effort has been made to accumvu- 
late stocks against two crucial con- 
tingencies—a blockade of rubber 
from the Netherlands East Indies 
by Japan and the new load on 
consumption sure to result next 
autumn when production of tanks, 
airplanes and military trucks will 
go into high. 


Reserves, Consumption. 

According to OPACS specialists, 
reserve stocks of crude rubber in- 
creased only %0,896 tons during 
the first four months of this year, 
from 288,864 last Dec. 31 to 328,760 
May 1. This is declared to be a 
supply for less than five months. 
In the meantime, consumption, 75 
per cent of it for civilian needs, 
rose from 62,700 tons in February 
to 69,000 in March and 71,300 in 
April; while imports fell from 86,- 
833 tons in January to 63,305 in 
April. 

Owing to meager stock piles, 
these experts hold, the Govern- 
ment, in case of a Japanese block- 
ade, would be compelled at once 
to ration civilian use of rubber 
with severity, or else go to war 
eventually to keep ocean routes 
open. Supplies from Brazil and 
the domestic artificial rubber in- 
dustry would be totally inadequate. 
During March and April, the: Unit- 
ed States imported only 834 tons 
of crude rubber from Brazil, while 
consumption of synthetic rubber 
in this country for the entire year 
of 1940 is estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at 2375 tons. 

Cargo Space Raided. 

Despite such conditions, OPM 
has refrained from imposing any 
controls whatsoever on crude rub- 
ber, though it has placed a man- 
datory priority on all forms of its 
competitor, artificial rubber. This 
agency has stood idly by, it is 
charged, while the tire industry 
waged a high-pressure sales cam- 
paign for civilian consumption and 
at the same time raided the re- 
sources of other industries for 
cargo space, 

In Sumatra not long ago, the 
story is told, rubber companies 
got possession of 650,000 tons of 
tankers used in shipping palm oil 
to the United States and convert- 
ed them into rubber carriers. Palm 
oil, for which there ig no satis- 
factory substitute at a comparable 
price, is essential to the manufac 
ture of steel. It is used as a flux 
in making tin plate and as a lu- 
ricant in wire-drawing and strip- 
steel mills. 

High production of rubber 
goods, the accusation proceeds, has 
reduced other industries to short- 
ages of formaldehyde, zinc oxide, 
shellac and tricresol phosphate, and 
has brought about abnormal con- 
sumption of cotton drills and 
ducks, and carbon black. In April 
alone, it is asserted, purchases of 
pneumatic casings rose to the pro- 
digious total of 5,812,645 units, 
while the figure for inner tubes 
soared to 5,495,762. 

Auto Production. 

Total factory sales of motor ve- 
hicles during the first four months 
of this year, reports the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, amounted to 1,- 
956,579, as against 1,692,677 for the 
corresponding period in 1940 and 
1,354,709 in 1939. The present OPM 
order, effective in August, would 
enforce a 20 per cent reduction of 
output on the basis of production 
of 1941 models. Unless there are 
further restrictions, the motor-car 
industry will be permitted this fal) 
to resume production on a scale 
approximately equal to that of its 
1940-model deliveries.

The Phelps-Dodge, the Anheuser- 
Busch, the Classic and the Guthrie 
cases were typical of the disagree- 
ments over construction and ex- 
tension of statutory language. 

The language of the statutes in- 
volved in these cases is admittedly 
obscure or general. Ags in many 
other instances, Congress, for po- 
litical reasons, was probably afraid 
to be specific. The Phelps-Dodge 
case called for judicial review of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board's ruling that in “effectuating 
the policy” of the National Labor 
Relations Act it had authority to 
order a company to offer employ- 
ment and give back pay to persons 
denied employment because of their 
union activities, s 


Justice Frankfurter wrote the 
majority opinion, which held that 
although the law authorized the 
board “to take such affirmative 
action, including reinstatement of 
employes with or without back pay 
as will effectuate the policies of 
the act,” it should be construed 
to mean that the board could “take 
such affirmative action ... as 
will effectuate the policy of the 
act.” This seemingly gives the 
board unlimited discretion, 

In his lengthy opinion, Justice 
Frankfurter declared that Con- 
gress had delegated to the board 
the power to ascertain facts and 
to do everything necessary to car- 
ry out the policy of the law. 


Justice Stone, with the concur- 
rence of the Chief Justice, while 
agreeing that there had been dis- 
crimination against the union men, 
declared that while the law pro- 
vided for “reinstatement,” it was 
silent on ordering an employer to 
hire applicants for work who had 
never been in his employ and to 
compel him to give them back pay. 
He continued: 


“The congressional debates and 
committee reports give no hint that 
in enacting the National Labor 
Relations Act Congress or any 
member of it thought it was giv- 
ing the board a remedial power 
which few courts had ever as- 
sumed to exercise or had been 
thought to possess and we are un- 
able to say that the words of the 
statute go so far. The authority 
given to the board is, as we have 
said, not an unrestricted power, 
and the grant is not to be read as 
though the words ‘including the re- 
instatement of employes with or 
without back pay’ were no part of 
the statute. None of the words 
of a statute are to be disregarded 
and it cannot be assumed that the 
introduction of the phrase in this 
one was without purpose.” 

This case was unusual in that 
three New Deal appointees, Jus- 
tices Murphy, Black and Douglas, 
while concurring with the major- 
ity on other points, held that the

to put limitations, as Justice 
Frankfurter’s opinion had done, on 
the boards’ authority to make back 
pay awards. In other words, even 
Justice Frankfurter’s opinion did 
not go far enough for them. They 
complained that “if the board has 
no choice but to accept the limi- 
tation now imposed, administra- 
tive discretion is curbed by the 
very decision which purports to 
leave it untouched.” 
Anheuser-Busch Division, 

The Anheuser-Busch case, for- 
mally known as the United States 
v. William L, Hutcheson et al., also 
occasioned three opinions, with 
Justice Frankfurter speaking for 
the majority; Justice, Roberts 
speaking for himself and the Chief 
Justice; and Justice Stone .concur- 
ring in the result of the majority 
opinion, but arriving at it by dif- 
ferent reasoning. — 

This case was started by the 
Government’s attgmpt to use the 
criminal penalties of the Sherman 
Act to check jurisdictional strikes. 
There is high doubt whether Con- 
gress, even now, would dare legis- 
late specifically on this controver- 
sial subject. — 

By carefully interlacing the 
Sherman, Clayton'and Norris-La- 
Guardia Acts, Justice Frankfurter 
and three other Justices—Justice 
Murphy did not participate in the 
fcase—determined that Congress 
had no intention of seeking to pre- 
vent jurisdictional strikes, indeed, 
that by the Norris-LaGuardia Anti- 
injunction Act it had actually im- 
munized labor unions from the 
penalties of the Sherman Law, 

Justice Roberts Dissents. 

Justice Roberts, with-the sup- 
port of Chief Justice Hughes, re- 
torted that the majority opinion 
was judicial legislation carried to 
a length hitherto unknown, He 
concluded: 

“By a process of construction 
never, as I think, heretofore in- 
dulged by this court, it is now 
found that, because Congress for- 
bade the issuance of injunctions 
to restrain certain conduct, it in- 
tended to repeal the provisions of 
the Sherman Act authorizing ac- 
tions at law and criminal prosecu- 
tions for the commission of torts 
and crimes defined by the anti- 
trust laws. 


“The doctrine now announced 


seems to be that an indication of 
a change of policy in an act as 
respects one specific item in a 
general field of ‘law, covered by 
an earlier act, justifies this court 
in spelling out an implied repeal 
of the whole of the earlier statute 
as applied to conduct of the sort 
here involved. 

“I venture to say that no court 
has ever undertaken so radically 
to legislate where Congress has 
refused to do s0. 

“The construction of the act now 
adopted is the more clearly inad- 
missible when we remember that 
the scope of proposed amendments 
and repeals of the anti-trust laws 
in respect of labor organizations 
has been the subject of constant 
controversy and consideration in 
Congress. 

“In the light of this history to 
attribute to Congress an intent to 
repeal legislation which has had a 
definite and well understood seope 
and effect for decades past, by 
resurrecting a rejected construc- 
tion of the Clayton Act and ex- 
tending a policy strictly limited by 
the Congress itself in the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act, seems to me a 
usurpation by the courts of the 
functions of the Congress not only 
novel but fraught, as well, with the 
most serious dangers to our con- 
stitutional system of division of 
powers.” 

Justice Stone, in concurring with 
the result of the majority opinion, 
was careful to say that he found 
no occasion to consider the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act a determining fac- 
tor, but he observed that the ma- 
jority’s application of that act was 
“not free from doubt and which 
some of my brethren sharply chal- 
lenge.” On more technical grounds 
he concluded that by the stand- 
ards of previous decisions of the 
court, the indictment charged no 
violation of the Sherman Act, 

Dissent in Classic Case, 

In the Classic case—so-called -be- 
cause one of the litigants was 
Patrick B. Classic, a Louisiana 
election commissioner — Justice 
Douglas, dissenting for himself and 
Justices Black and Murphy, turned 
the tables on Justice Stone and 
others who had complained that 
the court was legislating by ex- 
tending the scope of statutdry lan- 
guage. Justice Stone wrote the

Opposites on Guthrie Decision. 

Justices Stone and Douglas had 
likewise taken opposite positions 
a few weeks before in the Guthrie 
case, in which the language of a 
110-year-old contempt statute was 
given differing interpretations. In 
this case, however, Justice Douglas 
wrote the majority opinion; Justice 
Stone, with the concurrence of the 
Chief Justice and Justice Roberts, 
dissented, declaring that if the 
court was to reverse itself, as it 
had done by the majority opinion, 
“the responsibility — of departing 
from the long accepted ¢onstruc- 
tion of this statute should be left 
to the legislative branch of the 
Government to which it rightfully 
belongs.” 

The question before the Justices 
was whether a misbehavior could 
be punished for contempt of court 
when it occurred miles away from 
the actual courtroom. The statute 
itself limited the punishment to 
“misbehavior of any person or per- 
sons in the presence of said court 
‘or so near thereto as to. obstruct 
the administration of justice.” 

. The majority held that the limits 

were “geographic,” and the minor-. 
ity, relying on previolis court de 
cisions, declared that “near” may 
connote “proximity in causal rela- 
tionship as well as proximity in 
space.” 
Challenge to Congress. 

There is an obvious remedy for 
these disagreements within the . 
court—Congress can accept the 
challenge of the Supreme bench 
and legislate specifically, if it has 
the political courage, on the exact 
limits of the Labor Relations 
Board’s authority; can give a clear- 
cut statement of policy on juris- 
dictional strikes; can write a law 
directed at primaries, and can set 
geographic and causal boundaries 
for contempt of court. If Congress 
does not accept this responsibility, 
as the court has frequently asked 
it to do, judicial controversies will 
continue, with some Justices as- 
serting that their brethren are 
eaurping the functions of legisla- 

rs, 

In the days of the “old” court, 
when the “conservative” majority 
gave its own interpretation of “due 
process,” “equal protection,” “del- 
egated powers” and other inherent- 
ly constitutional questions, there 
was little Congress could do to 
express the will of the electorate. 
Such excuse is no longer available. 
The very disagreements within the 
“new” court demonstrate that spe- 
cific language in statutes is neces- 
sary, if as President Roosevelt said 
in 1937, Justices are to act as

Preparing for War. 

The Conservation Federation 
of Missouri, an organization of 
approximately 10,000 members 
scattered throughout Missouri, 
is preparing for war. It will be 
waged against the many pro- 
posed dams in the southern part 
of Missouri and Northern Ar- 
kansas which will directly affect 
Ozark streams noted throughout 
the nation for their small and 
large mouthed bass. 

During the past three years, 
many influential business men 
and public officials have 
changed their attitude from one 
favoring these flood control 
dams to one opposing their con- 
struction. Congressman Coch- 
ran, St. Louis, long a leader in 
conservation legislation, is one 
pf these, 

The principal attack will be 
on the basis that these pro- 
posed dams are for flood control 
only which means that a fluc- 
tuating water level of from 30 
to 80 feet will not be uncommon, 
thereby destroying plant life and 
fish food. 

The proposed lakes are not for 
power purposes, such as the 
Lake of the Ozarks and Lake 
Taneycomo, army engineers 
maintaining that at least at pres-

But 
before they reached the stretch 
turn Jockey Warren Cornay had 
That-a-Boy matching Paireve’s 
astride and as they straightened out 
for home he was at the side of 
Inshoot. 

Without punishing - the little 
daughter of Infinity, Jockey Ted 
King shook her up and she re- 
sponded with a brave drive. They 
pulled away, as a team, from the 
others and it looked for a moment 
as though the smaller horse, next 
to the rail, would outlast the other, 
but, in the final, fatal 70 yards she 
wilted under the terrific pressure 
of That-a-Boy’s charge and was 
beaten at the wire a half length.

Doctor Tells Ways 


To Beat the Heat 


Take Plenty of Fluids and Salt 
On Hot Days—Bathe Frequently

RE you one of those who can’t stand hot weather? Cheer 

up, there are ways to beat the heat. The body’s main cooling 

system is the evaporation of sweat. On dry days, when 
there is a breeze, better evaporation of sweat takes place and 
we feel more comfortable. On damp 
days when humidity is high and no 
wind is stirring, we feel sticky and 
hot because evaporation is slower. 7 
Those who sweat easily usually are © 
better. able to stand the heat, be- 
cause of this cooling by evapora- 
tion. But if perspiration is mopped 
with a handkerchief, it can’t cool 
us. 

Fanning cools by helping evapora- 
tion of perspiration. But avoid 
drafts when you are overheated, for 
they may cause too sudden cooling 
and lead to a “summer cold.” 

There may be two to three quarts 
of water lost by perspiration in one day. Naturally, this water 
loss should be replaced; that is why it is desirable to drink two 
to three quarts of fluids on a hot day. It takes four or five 
average size glasses to make a quart, so you'll need to make a 
dozen or more trips to the water cooler each day.

SALT IS LOST with perspiration and this also must be re- 
placed. For persons who work in hot placés such as boiler rooms, 
the replacement of this salt is important. 

Salt may be added to the food, or to the drinking water. 
Sprinkling an extra amount of salt ‘on your food may be all 
that you need to do, if you don’t go in for strenuous work and 
“don’t feel the heat.” But if there is profuse sweating it may 
be necessary to take four or five teaspoons of salt a day. An- 
other way to take salt is to add a teaspoonful to a quart of 
water—and don’t forget that you need three quarts a day. To 


help their workmen stand the heat, some factories furnish salt 
tablets to be taken with water. 

Fruit juices, such as orangeade, lemonade, limeade, pine- 
apple juice and grapefruit juice, also are good in hot weather to 
help fill out your day’s quota of fluids,

THE CLOTHING in summer should be light in weight, loose- 
fitting, thin and porous, to allow evaporation of sweat. It should 


(% not fit too tight and should not bind anywhere. The founda- 
tion garment should be summer weight and comfortable; it is 
desirable to have a “spare.” 

In sumimer, favor light-colored clothes instead of dark ones. 
Dark clothes absorb the sun’s heat rays and make you hotter. 
These heat rays tend to “bounce off” from white and light colors. 

Wear a lightweight, ventilated hat when you must be in the 

’ hot sun for any length of time, such as when playing golf. More 
comfortable on hot days are shoes that let air get to the feet; 
cut-out or perforated shoes with leather soles rather than rub- 
ber soles. Poor ventilation means damp feet and damp feet in- 
vite “athlete’s foot.” Have two pairs of “every-day” shoes so 
that there can be a daily change of foot gear.

YOU CANT’ BATHE too often in warm weather. Frequent 
bathing is a good way to cool off and it helps you to be as crisp 
as a lettuce leaf. 

Your day will be more pleasant if you start it off with a 
cooling cleansing bath or shower. And you'll feel cooler and 
better able to stand the heat. For cooling purposes, a shower 
is better than a tub bath, because the temperature of the water 
can be regulated more easily. Start with warm water and taper

Nutt, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard, Mrs. Roosevelt — made 
speeches, and they all agreed that 
something pretty drastic has to be 
done, 

Back in St. Louis from the con- 
ference, and all afire with enthusi- 
asm for thig vital portion of de- 
fense work is Marion Weir, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Consumers’ 
Federation. Ever since she got out 
of college, Mrs. Weir has been lend- 
ing her talents and energies to the 
solving of public problems, and she 
considers this one of the biggest 
she’s ever had a hand in tackling. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt summed it up 
best,” she told us, “when she said 
that we have the knowledge of 
nutrition, we have the surplus pro- 
ducts, and capacity to produce still 
more, and yet we have widespread 
malnutrition, and there’s no reason 
in the world why we can’t do 
something about it. She has a 
knack of saying things, you know, 
and she certainly said it. 


“And it’s true that there’s no 
reason—it’s just stupid. That’s 
why we're making a drive for bet- 
ter nutrition for military defense, 
the draftees who are being sent to 
camp; for industrial defense, be- 
cause persons employed in defense 
work can’t work right if they’re 
undernourished; and for social de- 
fense, for us, the civilians. 

“The big problem is that one- 
third of the people of this country 
are slowly starving, because they’re 
not getting proper food. They

once he saw the clowns, his ambition to be a bareback rider was 
over. He took to clowning like an actor takes to applause. This 
year he’s doing his regular tramp clown with the neon heart and 
a light in his nose and he’s added a new gag. This consists of 
smoking a cigarette in the shape of a camel. 

Jerome is what is known in the clowning profession as an 
Auguste. Adler belongs to the grotesque school. The grotesque 
species may be made up as anything from a baby dressed in christ- 
ening robes and derby hat to a monster with purple hair playing 
a harp. Distinguished from the grotesque is the Auguste who 
wears a burlesque version of civilian clothes—a suit 10 sizes too 
big or four sizes too small or maybe a dinner coat with golf 
knickers. 

Among our little group there in the bedlam of the circus back- 
yard there was another Auguste—Louis Jacobs. Louie came orig- 
inally from Hamburg, Germany, but he’s been with the Ringling 
show now for 17 years. ‘ 

“And there’s only one thing I'd rather do,” he laughed happily, 
“and that’s have enough money to spend my life hunting and 
fishing.”

Clowns like Felix and Louie and Paul Jerome agree that suc- 
cessful clowning depends on two things—grotesqueness and the 
element of surprise. And to illustrate just what “surprise element” 
consists of, Paul Jerome related the story of how. he arrived late 
for a performance one evening, jumped into his costume, pulled 
on his wig and dashed into the ring on cue. Never before had 
the stunt he was doing brought such applause. Even the other 
clowns in the ring were laughing at him. Then he discovered that 
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.in his haste he had forgotten’ to put om his makeup and the sur- 


prise of seeing a clown in clown’s clothing but with a plain face 
almost brought down the tent top. : : +. 

Felix Adler has his own illustrations of how he tried to intro- 
duce the surprise element into his stuhts and got surprised him- 
self. In one of his acts he put overshoes on a mule, which acted, 
in walking around the ring, something like a cat with paper bags 
tied to its feeet. At a certain spot, the mule was trained to balk. 
Adler would then push from behind until he was exhausted only to 
find that the mule was perfectly willing to move if pulled by the 
bridle.

URING the particular performance, Adler was in the act of 
y trying to persuade the mule to move by pushing him from 

behind when his foot slipped and the mule promptly sat down 
in hislap. Being a well trained mule, the animal refused to. move 
until tugged by the bridle, and before Adler could squirm free, the 
mule looked around to see why the cue wasn’t forthcoming, bared 
his teeth in a big mule grin and heehawed, to the hysterical de- 
light of the spectators. 

“I tried my best to keep that piece of business in the act,” 
Adler explains, “but of course not for hay, coaxing or horsewhip- 
ping would that darn mule ever sit in my lap again.” 

In another of Adler’s acts he was done up as the Big Bad Wolf 
and for the true clown touch, he had his famous three little trained 
pigs chasing him around the ring. One evening when he was run- 
ning around the ring with the pigs in hot pursuit, a, trapeze 
weight fell, conking him on the head. When he came. to, his de- 
voted little pigs were frantically licking his face and hands and 
the audience was screaming in delight. To the customers the whole 
thing looked as if the Big Bad Wolf had been laid low and the 
Three Little Pigs were eating him up. 

All producing clowns think up new acts every season and put 
them on. They spend their winter thinking up stunts that will 
convulse the circus stands and when spring comes and the circus 
takes to the road they are ready with new bits of looniness. 

Paul Wenzel, like Felix Adler, is one of Ringling’s top-notch 
producing clowns. It was Paul who devised the stunt of having 
the skeleton chasing the man as if looking for a body to inhabit. 
The horse that walked on its hind legs was another of his gags. 
This business of getting new gags is a serious one and once the 


. gags are thought up, the producing clown must spend months of 


hard work practicing and perfecting the tricks. 

“The main thing,” explains Adler, “is doing something that 
looks serious and turns out to be funny. Like the cutting-the-man- 
in-half trick, for instance. You see the dividing lines between 
comedy and tragedy when the two separate halves of the man get 
up and walk in opposite directions.”

DIFFICULT GRANDPARENTS

Handsome Young Star Sinks His 
Teeth Into Role of ‘Billy the Kid'

ROM the gallery of gunmen and cut-throats of the Old West, Holly-/ | 


wood again has taken a prominent figure and given him over to a 

contemporary lady-killer. The subject is Billy the Kid, central 
character in the Lincoln County wars in New Mexico in the period from 
1877 to 1880. The acting chore goes to Robert Taylor, the picture, “Billy: 
the Kid,” is on exhibition at Loew's, 

As Westerns go, “Billy the Kid” is a production of merit. ‘Tt de 
velops an intense interest, it has several breath-stopping scenes, it re- 
captures some of the atmosphere of past times. More than that, it is 
entirely in color and has many visual treats. 

But about Billy the Kid. William H. Bonney—that was his real 
name—was born in New York City, brought West by his parents as 
a child and grew up innocent until the age of 12. At that point 
of maturity, he chalked up his first murder by knifing a man in a 
saloon brawl. By the time he was 21 years old and a victim himself, 
he had run up the score to 21. Had he lived, he: would now be &1 and 
nobody in Hollywood would be safe, for Billy was not to be trifled 
with. He might not like the picture at Loew's. Or again he might, 
and that goes for the picture public, too. 

Walter Noble Burns, in “The Saga of Billy the Kid,” says that 
Bonney was well dressed, good natured and good looking. He was some 
5 feet 8 inches tall, weighed 140 pounds, was blonde, cheerful and a 
devil with the women. 

This is hardly the Robert Taylor portrait. More like Humphrey 
Bogart with a hangover, Mr. Taylor’s Billy the Kid is swarthy, roughly 
dressed, reckless, ungoverned and bad largely because he thinks he’s 
bad. Along with that he has a self-consciousness which makes him 
greatly resemble one of our present-day movie actors, a Mr. Spencer 
Arlington Brugh, better known by the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
pseudonym of Bobby the Taylor. 

Nevertheless, the effective screenplay that Gene Fowler has writ- 
ten for “Billy the Kid” tells a story that is somewhat true. _ Billy’s 
arrival in Lincoln County, his association with the Murphy gang (called 
Hickey in the picture) and his later employment by the Englishman, 
J. H. Tunstall (called Keating in the film), Tunstall’s murder and 
Billy’s subsequent acts of vengeance all give a fairly good idea of the 
course of the youthful killer. His later leadership of a gang of rob- 
bers and murderers, the career he really enjoyed, is missing. 

Hollywood should not be blamed too much if it has not seen fit 
to keep to all the details. The picture mayes at a good clip, provides 
a fine cattle stampede, a breathless gun battle in a village street and 
a dramatic end for Billy himself, 

Although perhaps not necessary in this instance, the addition of col- 
or affords thrills. The stampede is more frightening by being in color. 
The sand-carved buttes and pastel vistas of Monument Valley are more 
enchanting for being presented in natural hues. Sometimes a tomato 
red or greenish blue on the lantern slides will take interest away from 
the action but generally color helps to make setting as fantastic as the 
exploits of the main character. 

Brian Donlevy, Gene Letkhert ‘snd Yen Hunter ore suppetting 0e- 
tors who share in the rewards of the picture, but Mr. Taylor is not 
without his own triumph. In Billy’s more malevolent moods, he is able 
to convey very well the ruthlessness of the killer, his ease in pulling a 
trigger. When he traps the Shanahans at the close of the picture and 
slays them in icy cold blood, you feel as sick inside as the Shanahans 
themselves. You qualify for Westerns, Bobby, you may keep your 
pony and cap-pistol. 

In its second picture, Loew's sets loose another wayward gentle- 
man, one Michael Lanyard, the Lone Wolf, played by Warren Wil- 
liam, and accompanied by that indispensable. henchman, Eric Blore. 
“The Lone Wolf Takes a Chance” has to do with murder away up 
on the side of an apartment hotel, the kidnaping of an inventor and 
attempted theft from a thief-proof, gas-protected baggage car. Much 
of the action takes place on a train and it’s a pretty good ride for 
the fare. 


It's Runyon That Gives the Flavor 


AMON RUNYON’S fascinating fables of the big town have been 

transferred to the screen many times, but not always with the 

most of success. “Little Miss Marker,” Shirley Temple's best pic- 
ture, did capture the elusive spirit of Runyon, “A Slight Case of 
Murder” and “Lady for a Day” did likewise. In “Tight Shoes,” at the 
Fox; our always-willing and beloved Hollywood tries again.

ANADA has a fish which in the eyes of sportsmen is 
nothing less than a scoundrel. Living in the shallow 
waters Of marsh lands, it furnishes no sport for 

anglers. It's hardly worth catching for food, anyway, as 
its flesh is muddy tasting. And, worst of ail, it eats little 
ducks, diminishing the supply of this popular of 
hunters. The rascally creature is the jackfish, and its 
habit of swallowing ducklings has caused the 
conservation organization called “Ducks Unlimited” to 
engage in a study of its depredations. The accompanying 
photographs were taken in connection with this study.

Small jackfish—weighing! from one 
and a half to five pounds—are more given to preying 
on ducklings than the large fish, it has been learned.
